Two women were carried down lad- 
dera by firemen and about % other 
Women fled to the street when a fire in

North Taylor avenue filled the 40 rooms 
with smoke at 9:30 a. m. Monday. 


The Parkhurst is a family hotel on 
the, east side of Taylor avenue, be- 
tween Lindell boulevard and Maryland 
avenue, in the heart of a fashionable 
residence district. Twenty feet north f 
it is the Westmoreland Hotel, many of 
whose occupants also hurried to the 
street. 

Mrs. F. G. Clark, who had first-floor 
Apartments at the south end of the 
Parkhurst, was writing a letter in the 
front room of her suite when she saw 
smoke and a tiny curl of flame come 
through the floor. ‘ 

Woman Calls an Alarm. 

She ran through the corridor shout- 
ing Fire.“ About the same time a 
Waiter calied out that the building was 
afire. Miss Anna Walters, the tele- 
phone operator, heard him. She ran 
half a block to Lindell boulevard and 
turned in an alarm with the assist- 
ance of George Dodd of 450 Labadie 
avenue, an assistant superintendent for 
the Laclede Gaslight Co. 

Miss Walters hurried back to the ho- 
tel and found the occupants of the 
building had been alarmed. Women 
were rushing down the stairways. 

Mrs. E. J. Adams, who had apart- 
ments on the north side of the third 
floor, was about to take a bath when 
She heard the cries of Fire.“ 

Finds a Robe in Smoke. 

When she opened the bathroom door 
smoke poured in. Two firemen entered 
her room. The smoke was so dense they 
could not see her, but they called to 
her that they would have to carry her 
doWn a ladder.

dressed, said Mrs. Adama. 

The firemen insisted, telling her there 
Was no time to lose. She hunted 
through thé smoke for a bath robe, 
which she put on, and she was then 
carried down a ladder to the stgéet. 

Mrs. George Bowman, wife of a physi- 
cian, Was sick in bed in her apartment 
on the south side of the second floor. 
She also was carried down a ladder and 
was taken to the home of the late E. O. 
Stanard at 4499 Lindell boulevard. 

Was in Berlin Hotel Fire. 

Mrs. Clark, who discovered the fire, 
showed signs of great nervousness after 
safely reaching the street. She was a 
guest at the Berlin Hotel when it 
burned and lost all her effects there. 
Monday’s fire also destroyed most of 
her belongings at the Parkhurst. Her 
apartment was the only one damaged 
except by smoke. 

Mrs. W. C. Mackey, Mrs. August Blum 
and Mrs. G. W. Ross were among the 
first to leave the hotel. Miss Hilda 
Simons, another guest, became bewil- 
dered while attempting to go down a 
smoke-filled stairway. She was guided 
to the street by Abbie Crowley, a maid. 

Mattresses Become ignited. 

The fire started in the basement, di- 
rectly under Mrs. Clark’s apartments, 

Firemen found that in some way a pile 
of mattresses stored there had become 
ignited.

Serbs Look to Crown Prince, 
Balkan Hero, to Lead Army 


Although King Peter of Servia may return to the throne, in event 
of a war with Austria, it is to Crown Prince Alexander that the people 
of the nation will look to lead their army against the more powerful 
foe. The Crown Prince, who is 26 years old, is hero of the Serbs be- 
cause of his gallant work on the battlefield in the Balkan war, when 
he personally led his. forces in battle. 

It was on March 25, 1909, that the announcement was made that 
Crown Prince George had renounced his title to the throne in favor of 
his younger brother, Alexander. The announcement came following a 
series of wold escapes on the part of Prince George, which included 
the murder of one of his servants. 

The announcement was welceme news to the people of Servia, who 
had feared for the future of their country should Prince George ascend 
to the throne. But soon after it became doubtful whether Crown Prince 
Alexander would live to become the ruler. He was sickly during his 
youth, and several times it was thought he could not live. Then he 
took up mountain climbing in an effort to regaip his health. On one 
of his Alpine trips, while training for service in the.army; he became 
lost during a storm and was found buried in the snow and almost dead 
by a St. Bernard dog from a nearby monastry. 

The Crown Prince is expected to again lead the battle-scarred vet- 
erans of the Balkan struggle to the front, in case of war with Austria.

First—Servia agrees to the pub-

Servia is a land without aristocracy 


or middle class. Though it has an army

WASHINGTON, July 27.—The Austri- 


in comparison to Servia, the nation she 
is now preparing to make war upon. 
While the Austrian Empire, which in- 
cludes Hungary, Bosnia and other 
states, has a total area of 241,330 square 
miles, almost equal to the sizé of Tex- 
as, the Kingdom of Servia is composed 
of only 18,630 square miles, an area equal 
to about one-third the size of Missouri. 

The population of Servia is only 2,- 
750,000, while that of Austria is 
than 26,000,000. Nine-tenth of the popu- 
lation of Servia are Serbs. 

The Servian army has at present a 
total strength of ‘‘first line“ soldiers 
of 175,000, with a reserve force of 96,000, 
but in the Balkan War there were 400,- 
000 men on the field. The military budg- 
et for 1914 is less than#$1,000,000. Mili- 
tary service in Servia is compulsory. 

Austria has an army on à peace basis 
of $4,000 officers, and 390,2 men. In 
addition it has a reserve force of almost 
100,000. There is a navy made up of two 
dreadnaughts, 12 pre-dreadnaughts, three 
armored cryisers, seven cruisers, seven 
destroyers, 54 torpedo boats and six 
submarines. The total amount spent on 
the army last War was more than 100, 
000,000. | 

Servian Soldiers Veterans. 

While the Servian army is greatly out- 
numbered. by the- Austrians, virtually 
every man in the Servian force is a 
veteran and has seen active service in 
the Balkan war.

charge of operating a lottery known as 
the World's Fair Company. Ed Butler, 
who for many years was the Democrat- 
ic boss of St. Louis, signed Schoenlaub’ ~ 
bond when he was arrested. 

The case was assigned to former Judge 
Daniel G. Taylor’s court for trial. After 
Judge Taylor had refused to quash the 
indictments against Schoenlaub, he filed 
an affidavit to the effect that Judge 
Taylor was prejudiced against him and 
would not give him a fair and impartial 
trial. 

The two men who swore that they 
knew that Judge Taylor was prejudiced 
against Schoenlaub were Justice of the 
Peace James P. Miles, a river ward 
Democratic boss, and Danny Naughton, 
a former assistant clerk of the House of 
Delegates, who was indicted several 
years ago in connection with the Ascher 
garage bill bribery. The case against 
Schoenlaub dragged along in the courts 
for more than a year and was nolle 
prossed March 9, 1904. 

Schoenlaub was a member of the State 
Senate from 1901 to 1906. He took no 
very active part in law-making at Jef- 
ferson City during the two sessions of 
the Legislature, but voted consistently 
for the measures advocated by the lob- 
by. He voted with John P. Collins and 
Dave Nelson against the repeal of the 
alum baking powder bill. He was absent 
when the amendments to the Nesbit 
election law bill were passed, which 
were intended to give St. Louis fairer 
elections.

David Nelson of 3883A Olive street, a 
former race track bookmaker and ref- 
eree of prize fights, is a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for State 
Senator of the Thirty-second District. 

Nelson served a term in the Senete 
from this district in 1908 to 1907. 

He early identified himself with what 
was known as the Frank Farris-John 
Morton combination of the Senate. In

Several 
persons who had obtained possession of 
$1000 bills passed out Sy the Baking 
Powder Trust, refused to testify when 
they were ‘called as witnesses before 
the Legislature.

James E. n’s victory in the Texas 
eee state primary Saturday, July 25, has 
decided national significance. 

For the Southern . Prohibitionists (and espe- 
cially when coupled as it was with the decisive 
defeat, on the same day, of a proposition to sub- 
zoo mit next year a State-wide amendment), it 
marks “high tide at Gettysburg —the disintegra- | 
tion of the assaulting forces and the beginning 
of a retreat to the safe ground of local home 
rule under the county option plan. . 

For the growing American army of landless

and homeless tenant farmers—now more than 


40 per cent of the whole number of American 
farmers and more than 50 per cent in Texas— 
it means that a beginning has been made to- 
ward relieving their condition, that public atten- 
tion has at last been focused upon their prob- 
lem, and that in the judgment of a large major- 
ity of the voters of one of the greatest states 
the time is ripe for radical land reforms. 

For the railroads of the Southwest it means 
that the people will not permit them to refund 
their enormous quantities of watered securities 
at par, thus fixing the burden of excessive rates 
and inferior service on shippers for two more 
generations. It is notice to these roads that they 
must prepare to refund their bonds on the basis 
of actual values invested in their properties, in- 
cluding not one dollar of franchise values. 

For the protective tariff wing of the South- 
western Democracy, led by ex-Senator Joseph 
W. Bailey, it means a final and crushing defeat, 
a triumph for the Wilson bill’s agricultural free 
list in the chief of the agricultural-states. 

In this campaign all the great corporate in- 
terests of Texas—railroads, express, public util- 
‘ity, telegraph, telephone, lumber, oil, cattle, etc., 
all but two or three of the leading daily news- 
papers; 90 per cent of the prominent politicians 
of all factions; 80 per cent of the lawyers and 
nearly all of the preachers; the whole landlord 
element with rare exceptions; most of the bank- 
ers and big business men—these and other pow- 
erful elements of society, including the Texas 
Federal office holders, were aligned back of 
Col. Ball of Houston, the railroad-prohibition 
candidate for Governor. 

James B. Ferguson of Temple had nobody with 
him but the plain people—farm folk in the 
country, workingmen and small business men in 
the towns and cities. The returns show he car- 
ried many prohibition counties with his pledge 
to enforce rigidly all existing liquor laws and 
to veto all new ones. They show that he swept 
the vast corn and cotton farming sections of the 
State with his proposal to pass a law to stop 
the charging of extortionate rentals by farm 
landlords. And they show that the people of 
Texas as a whole welcomed the opportunity (af- 
forded them by the candidacy of a vigorous, 
modern-minded young man who never before ran 
for office), to consign the whole tribe of old- 
time political bosses—pro and anti-pro, Bailey 
and anti-Bailey—to the political scrap heap. 

Saturday’s primary signalizes the arrival of a 
new era in the political and industrial affairs of 
Texas. It foreshadows land and industrial legis- 
lation which will lead the way for other states, 
as Texas led the way for them a quarter century 
ago by creating the first Railroad Commission.

Surely the great Powers of Europe will exhaust

Europe would be mad to let a fire in the 
Balkans start a general conflagration. A conflict 
such as that foreshadowed by th®clash of Ger- 
many, Austria and Italy against Russia, England 
and France would be appalling in cost of blood 
and treasure. It must be averted. 

But there is dynamite in the situation. The 
combination of racial aspirations and hatreds, 
land hunger, traditional animosities, revenges 
and national ambitions make it an explosive 
magazine.

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WO SURRENDER AT SHREVEPORT. 

Shreveport, La., one of the 28 cities in which 
the water supply is controlled by the same pri- 
rate company which controls the supply in East 
Si. Louis, is taking no chances on a duplication 
there of the franchise-grabbing steal that has 
disgraced the Illinois town. 

A nonpartisan Citizens’ Committee, named by 
the chairman of a public meeting held last April, 
has pursued exhaustive investigations into the 
merits of public and private ownership, with 
significant results that have been classified and 
embodied in a, printed pamphlet. 

The committee's report is a strong indictment 
of the. private system. It does not deal with that 
darker side of private control found in the ex- 
perience of many unfortunate towns—violation 
of franchise obligations, obstructive appeals to 
the courts, unattractive and actually unwhole- 
some quality of water, delay in extending mains to 
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pressure for fire protection at critical times. It 
deals with the question as a business proposition 
on showings of financial gains and losses. 
Data from 60 towns ranging from 25,000 
to the size of East St. Louis are collated in the 
report. 
plants make an average rate of 16.2 cents a 
thousand gallons to small water consumers, 
In those with private plants this rate averages 
81.4 cents. The private rate is 15.2 cents 


more than the municipal rate, or 93 per 


cent. 

The average rate of municipal plants to large 
consumers is 9.6 cents a thousand, The rate of 
private companies to large consumer averages 13.4 
cents. This private rate averages 3.9 cents more 
than the municipal rate, or 41 per cent. As most 
municipal plants charge high enough rates to 
yield a reasonable profit on investment, the basis 
of comparison is not unfair. 

From East St. Louis and the 27 other towns 
millions of dollars that might be saved the 
people has been taken and will be taken by 
this private .company. 

Irrespective of all financial benefits, no pri- 
vate company should ever be permitted to con- 
trol an element as indispensable as water to hu- 
man life and industry. Of 550 American cities, 
only 100, or less than 19 per cent, were still per- 
petuating the civic blunder of private plants on 
May 7 last. Shreveport itself, aroused by the 
showing, will hold a waterworks bond election on 
Aug. 25. 

East St. Louis officials, at the expense of East 
St. Louis citizenship, have validated and rendered 
salable $1,160,000 of Overdue private waterworks 
bonds. This crime should not be permitted to be 
consummated. 
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‘(PORK BARREL’’ CRY OVERWOERKED, ~ 

Senator Ransdell of Louisiana declared in a 
congressional speech that this year’s river and 
harbor bill is unique in that it contains but two 
items not having the professional recommenda- 
tion and support of the army engineer corps. One 
of these two items is the Lake Contrary project 
on the Missouri River, where Congress is ful- 
filling its agreement made some years ago to 
appropriate $75,000 on condition that an equal 
sum was contributed from local sources. 

If this is a “pork barrel“ bill, how would Con- 
gress go about it to insure 4 river and harbor 
measure that would not be a “pork barrel” 
bill? Long ago strict adherence to engineering 
judgment on the utility as ‘well as feasibility of 
the improvement of projects for which public 
support is asked was urged as a sure remedy for 
indiscriminate and wasteful waterway appropria- 
tions. 

Aid for meritorious projects is one of the most 
permanently established of Government policies. 
Without improvement, navigation on some of the 
greatest watercourses and at some of the busiest 
ports—even at New York—would be checked. 

The “pork barrel” cry, as a matter of fact, is 
being overworked. ‘Bills framed when Senator 
Burton, who now leads the opposition, was chair- 
man of the House committee were more censur- 
able than the present bill, Appropriations for 
Western rivers are almost always “pork’’ in his 
view.

The Cricket Thermometer 
F one has no thermometer, he may 
| yet ascertain the temperature pretty 
accurately, should there happen to 
be a cricket or two upon the premises. 
They have been studying these little in- 
sects over in France pretty carefully of 
late, and one of the facts at which they 
have arrived is that the chirp of the 
cricket is regulated very rigidly by the 
degree of heat in the atmosphere. As 
the notes occur at regular intervals, it is 
a comparatively simple problem in arith- 
metic, ther@fore, to deduce the tempera- 
ture from them. 
for instance, it is found that at 15 
degrees Centigrade the cricket chirps 
80 times a minute—something over once 
a second. At 2 degrees his note is tv 
be heard twice a Second, or 120 times 
per minute. There are, of course, ex 
ceptions to the rule, but they are so 
very rare when the insects are under 
normal conditions as to be practically 
negligible. 
The scientists who have been studying 
the matter are of the opinion, indeed. 
that these natural thermometers pro- 
claim the temperature about as relially 
as the ordinary thermometer of com- 
merce. It is to be noted, though, that 
the figures given are for the Centigrade 
thermometer. He who listens to the 
cricket in the Untted States must be able 
to translate Centigrade readings into 
those of Fahrenheit, which, of course, 
presents another little problem in arith- 
metic. :
